A military judge reserved his deci¬ 
sion yesterday on a defence request 
to drop a manslaughter charge 
against a former soldier charged in 
the fatal shooting of a fellow 
reservist in Afghanistan. 


A lawyer for Matthew Wilcox of 
Glace Bay argued that the 
manslaughter charge should not 
proceed because it was stayed at 
his client’s first court martial. 

The Court Martial Appeal Court 


of Canada set aside Wilcox’s guilty 
verdict last year after his lawyers 
argued the makeup of a military 
jury was unfair. The court ordered 
a new trial in the death of Megeney, 
who died after he was shot in his 


tent in Kandahar on March 6,2007. 

As the new court martial got 
underway yesterday, defence 
lawyer David Bright said the 
manslaughter charge was put 
before the original trial as an alter¬ 


native to the charge of criminal 
negligence causing death. 

He added there are no legal 
grounds that allow the judge to 
bring back the manslaughter 
charge, the Canadian press

Education Minister Ra¬ 
mona Jennex revealed the 
NDP government’s re¬ 
placement for Reading Re¬ 
covery yesterday. 

The new provincial ini¬ 
tiative, called Succeeding 
in Reading, aims to ex¬ 
pand the number of chil¬ 
dren benefiting from early 
reading intervention 
while reducing the re¬ 
sources devoted to it. 

Under the new frame¬ 
work, 39 full-time equiva¬ 
lent positions will be 
created to service 97 


schools within the Halifax 
Regional School Board. 
These “literacy special¬ 
ists” will be in schools full 
time, some at a number of 
smaller schools, supple¬ 
menting the efforts of the 
classroom teachers. 

In addition, the literacy 
specialists will provide as¬ 
sistance to more children. 
Although the province is¬ 
n’t sure how many, it is 
expected to be more than 
the 2,300 under the previ¬ 
ous program. 

The focus will shift 
from one-on-one assis¬ 
tance outside the class¬ 
room to group work 
inside, with literacy spe-

cialists working with a 
number of children while 
regular lessons continue. 

“With the older model, 
not all children were cap¬ 
tured, it was a very small 
number,” said Jennex. 
“This is opening it up to 
be able to provide more 
children the support that 


they need if they’re strug¬ 
gling with reading and 
writing.” 

Karen Casey, the Liber¬ 
al’s education critic, said 
the new plan might be fix¬ 
ing something that wasn’t 
broken. 

“It’s a lot of talk, but 
any plan is only as good as 
the implementation,” said 
Casey. “We certainly have 
some very good programs 
and initiatives in place in 
our schools now. To me 
it’s really a step back.” 

The new framework is 
expected to cost $5 mil¬ 
lion, $2 million less than 
the Reading Recovery 
model. 



Gas stolen from pick-up trucks 


Thieves are drilling holes 
specifically in large pick¬ 
up trucks to steal gas.

Can NDP upset 
Grits again? 

O New Democrat Gregor Ash, 
Conservative Bruce Pretty, both 
first-time candidates in Halifax 
West riding © Longtime MP Geoff 
Regan boasts experience, quashes 
Harper’s ‘American-style politics’

Incumbent Geoff Regan has 
held Halifax West, off and 
on, for the past 17 years. 

The Liberal candidate 
was first elected in 1993, 
lasting four years until he 
was unseated by the NDP’s 
Gordon Earle. Regan recap¬ 
tured the seat in the follow¬ 
ing election, and has held it 
since. 

The riding includes Bed¬ 
ford, extending down 
through Hammonds Plains 
to Terence Bay in the south. 
Elections Canada lists its 
population at 88,756, of 
which just under 70,000 
are eligible to vote. 

In 2008, voter turnout 
was 59.1 per cent. 

Regan easily carried the 
riding in 2008, with 41 per 
cent of the vote. 

The NDP have main¬ 
tained a strong presence 


over the past decade, 
however, consistently 
polling in the mid- to high 
20s. That support is some¬ 
thing NDP candidate Gre¬ 
gor Ash is looking to 
capitalize on. 

Conservative Dr. Bruce 
Pretty is a first-time candi¬ 
date but is not unfamiliar 
to the party. A past presi¬ 
dent of the Halifax West 
Conservative Association in 
the previous Halifax St. 
Margaret’s riding, Pretty 
has put his 33 years as an 
eye surgeon on hold. 

The Conservatives have 
hovered around 20 per cent 
of the vote for the past 
three elections, losing to 
the NDP in all cases. 

Green party candidate 
Thomas Trappenberg, a 
university professor, was 
absent for the last election 
but ran in 2006 for Halifax 
West, winning about 
three per cent of the vote. 
Trappenberg is hoping 
to maintain the support 
the Greens gained in the 
last election — about sev¬ 
en per cent.

Family of shooting 
victim left behind 


O He ‘could always be counted on for a good laugh’ 


Kathleen Pylce said Nathan 
Cross is leaving behind his 
three-year-old son, family 
in North Preston and 
Musquodoboit Harbour and 
“too many friends to 
count.” 

Pylce, the godmother of 
the recent murder victim, 
described 22-year-old Cross 
as energetic and full of life 
with a loving soul. 

“He was always concern¬ 
ing himself with how oth¬ 
ers were doing, more so 
than himself,” Pylce told 
Metro in an email yester¬ 
day. “Nathan struggled be¬ 
tween good and evil, but he 
had enough sense to know 
that good was the only road 
to take.”

Pylce said Cross spoke 
frequently about going 
back to school and “becom¬ 
ing a positive person.”

Lee Cross, who was report¬ 
ed missing in July 2001 and 
was found dead in 2002. 

Cpl. Scott MacRae, 
spokesman for the RCMP, 
stated Monday that he was 
“90 per cent positive” Laura 
Lee was not Nathan’s moth¬ 
er. MacRae said yesterday 
that he exhausted all his re¬ 
sources but nothing was 
found to connect the two. 
He apologized for the inac¬ 
curacy on behalf of the 
RCMP. 

Cross was shot on Easter 
Sunday in the area of 
Churchill Terrace across 
from Nelson Whynder Ele¬ 
mentary School shortly af¬ 
ter 6:30 p.m. He died before 
arriving at hospital.

Residents of the southern 
Syrian city of Daraa braved 
sniper fire yesterday to 
pull the bullet-riddled bod¬ 
ies of the dead from the 
streets and hide them 
from security forces, a day 
after a brutal government 
crackdown on the popular 
revolt against President 
Bashar Assad, witnesses 
said. 

As heavy gunfire rever¬ 
berated through Daraa, a 
Syrian human-rights group 
said authorities detained 
dozens of people across

Douma, and in the north¬ 
ern coastal city of Jableh. 

The Syrian army, 
backed by tanks and 
snipers, killed at least 22 
people in a raid launched 
before dawn Monday on 
Daraa, where the uprising 
began more than a month 
ago. Security forces also 
conducted raids in the 
towns of Douma and 
Jableh. 

World leaders ex¬ 
pressed concern at the 
mounting bloodshed, with

tanian terror suspect being 
held at Guantanamo Bay 
was the leader of a Montre¬ 
al-based al-Qaida cell that 
planned terror attacks in 


the United States. 

The secret documents, 
released by WikiLeaks on 
its website last weekend, 
also claim that members 
of al-Qaida were recruited 
and trained at Montreal’s 
A1 Sunnah A1 Nabawiah 
Mosque, where the terror 
suspect served briefly, pos¬ 
sibly as an imam. 

But the chairman of the 


Muslim Council of Montre¬ 
al said the documents 
serve as an example of 
how the community’s in¬ 
stitutions are unfairly tar¬ 
geted by authorities. 

“Our allegations are cer¬ 
tainly correct that we’ve 
been targeted and this is 
biased targeting,” Salam 
Elmenyawi said in an in¬ 
terview.

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Copper fever: 
Better than gold 

O Demand for the hottest metal on the market is only 
going to get hotter as demand exceeds rare supply 


More big miners are expect¬ 
ed to follow the world’s 
largest gold company into 
the copper sector as its 
price soars in response to 
China’s growing hunger for 
the metal. 

Canada’s Barriclc Gold 
Corp. took a bold step into 
copper on Monday with a 


$7.3-billion bid to acquire 
Equinox Minerals Ltd. 

Copper is likely to hover 
at record prices for the next 
few years, because there is¬ 
n’t enough supply in the 
world to feed China’s de¬ 
mand for the metal used in 
electric cables, cars, cell¬ 
phones and trains, says Pa¬ 
tricia Mohr, commodities 
specialist at Scotiabanlc. 

The price of copper 
closed at $4.32 US yester¬ 
day, below the record of 
$4.60 set in February. But 
Mohr said copper is still 
bringing in “huge” profit 
margins of 70 per cent and 
more, while other metals 
bring in about 50 per cent. 

The number of viable 
gold mines is thinning out,

The owners of the world’s last re¬ 
maining mechanical typewriter fac¬ 
tory have shut the plant’s doors 
because of declining orders, CBC 
News reports. 

Godrej & Boyce Manufacturing Co. 
Ltd. has shuttered its facility in Mum¬ 


bai, India, where, as recently as 2009, 
the company was making 12,000 me¬ 
chanical typewriters per year. 

“We are not getting many orders 
now,” general manager Milind Dulcle 
told India’s Business Standard news¬ 
paper. “This might be the last chance 
for typewriter lovers.” 

Mechanical typewriters are prized 
in India for their ease, efficiency and 
durability. As many as 400 million In¬ 
dians lack reliable electricity, so the 
devices were widely used in the 
courts and government bureaucracy. 

The first commercial mechanical 
typewriter was produced in the U.S. 
in 1867. The devices pioneered the 
QWERTY keyboard layout that is now

Some of the most beautiful parts of the province he under the 
surface of the ocean, say divers, who come from around the world to explore the colourful marine life and underwater creatures that call the Pacific home. 




Go explore B.C’s 
underwater wonders 

O Canada’s West Coast beauty is not limited to forests and mountains 


From a crevice on the ocean 
floor, the prehistoric-look¬ 
ing face of a wolf eel 
emerges from the darkness, 
all bulging eyes and warts 
bobbing toward the cam¬ 
era. 

Most divers off the coast 
of British Columbia consid¬ 
er an encounter with these 
puckered creatures one of 
the highlights of plying the 
waters off the West Coast of 
Canada. Sometimes called 
the “puppies” of the sea, de¬ 
scribed as among the 
friendliest creatures to be 


encountered in the wild, 
eager to cuddle at popular 
dive sites where they have 
become accustomed to visi¬ 
tors from above the surface. 

“They look mean, they 
look ugly but, just as long 
as you’re carefiil, you can 
actually go and touch them, 
they will snuggle with you,” 
says Paul Kennell, creator of 
CoolDives.com, a website 
dedicated to diving off the 
B.C. coast. “They’re funny 
looking things but they’re 
pretty gentle, generally.” 

Kennell has explored 


oceans around the world in 
his 15 years of diving but 
reserves his best reviews 
for his home waters. The 
tropics are warmer, says 
Kennell, “but the diving is 
also nowhere near as excit¬ 
ing.” 

Lore has it that famed 
underwater explorer 

Jacques Cousteau pro¬ 
claimed the waters off the 
coast of British Columbia 
the best cold-water diving 
in the world. Scuba Diving 
Magazine readers chose 
B.C. the No. 1 diving site in 


North America last year. 

“The diving around B.C. 
is amongst the best in the 
world,” agrees Greg Dom- 
bowsky, curator of 
Dive.BC.ca and author of 
the Divers Guide Vancouver 
Island South.

O Waterton Lakes National Park in Alberta has the 
beauty of Jasper and Banff without the huge crowds 


When it comes to tourist 
destinations, Waterton 
Lakes National Park may 
veiy well be Canada’s best- 
kept secret. 

Tucked away in the 
southwestern comer of Al¬ 
berta, 180 kilometres from 
Calgary, Waterton attracts 
just 400,000 visitors a year 
despite the fact it is a UN¬ 
ESCO World Heritage Site, 
an International Peace 
Park and a Biosphere Re¬ 
serve. 

There are wildflowers 
and wildlife galore and the 
snowcapped Rocky Moun¬ 
tains suddenly rise out of 
the rolling Prairies as you 
arrive. 

Waterton was Canada’s 
fourth national park, cre¬ 
ated in 1895 and named af¬ 
ter Waterton Lake.

tionist Charles Waterton. 

The park contains 505 
square kilometres of 
rugged mountains and 
wilderness and is seriously 
off the beaten path. 

“When I first moved to 
Alberta and moved to Wa¬ 


terton, nobody knew 
where it was and that in¬ 
cludes people in Calgaiy. I 
would do trade shows. I 
was selling Waterton be¬ 
cause nobody knew where 
it was,” said Shameer Sule- 
man, vice-president of the 
Waterton Chamber of 
Commerce.

CANADIANS 
LOVE THEIR 
REWARDS CARDS 

So much so that it is estimated that 
94% of us are enrolled in some type of 
loyalty program, according to market 
researcher Colloquy. 

These programs encourage or 
‘reward’ shoppers for their continued 
patronage or ‘loyalty’, in the form of 
discounts or points that may be 
redeemed against a variety of goods 
and services. They also enable the 
retailer to track their customers’ 


preferences and trends. 

There are a great number and variety 
of programs, and the list is constantly 
growing. From specialized credit cards, 
to retail and grocery club cards, to free 
refill cards at local cafes, it seems that 
everyone is vying for loyalty. 

Geoff Dillon, a senior director at 
CIBC says "Certainly one of the trends 
we're seeing is that people increasingly 
are focused on value, and they want to 
earn as many rewards as possible, but 
particularly on things they buy every 
day." CIBC's AeroGold card lets you 
accumulate 1.5 Aeroplan miles for every 
dollar you spend at gas, grocery and 
drugstores. 

The key to the success of a number of 


these programs lies in advances in 
information technology. Companies are 
experimenting with new, compelling, 
high-tech methods to deliver reward 
programs. LoyaltyOne, the parent 
company of Air Miles, has just released 
a new mobile app for the iPhone, 
explains spokesperson Jeff Fredericks. 
"The mobile app allows you to find 
sponsors on the fly, check in to those 
sponsor locations and see what the best 
deals are. That has been a tremendous 
success for us so far." 

At the same time, redeeming reward 
points can help stretch the budget. "We 
certainly saw during the downturn, that 
folks were turning to their reward 
programs to stretch that dollar further,” 


says Fredericks. “And, it just makes 
sense. There are a number of reward 
items like gift certificates for example, 
that people were taking advantage of 
during the tough times." 

Today, there are myriad ways to 
redeem accumulated points. For 
example, Royal Bank Avion cardholders 
can use their points at a rate of 100 
points per dollar to book a trip, hotel, or 
car rental. The Sears Choice Rewards 
Program allows customers to earn one 
point for every dollar spent on eligible 
purchases using the Sears MasterCard. 

A common trend is to bundle rewards 
through partnerships between retailers 
that allow shoppers to swap their points.

FLYER PROGRAMS 

The airline industry is credited with innovating the 
frequent flier plans, which were the models for most 
modem loyalty programs, with American Airlines being 
one of the first in 1981. 

The Air Miles reward program is Canada's largest 
loyalty program, founded in 1992, with more than 10 
million active collector accounts, representing 
approximately two-thirds of all Canadian households. 
Air Miles can be earned at more than 100 different 
sponsors with a thousand different rewards to be 
redeemed. 

In 2009, Aeroplan issued over 2.1 million rewards to 
its members, including 1.5 million flights on Air Canada 
and Star Alliance carriers. Aeroplan was originally Air 
Canada's frequent flyer program created in 1984. 



SPENDING HABITS 

Loyalty shoppers spend more money, according to a 
study by marketing group Maritz. They found that 
consumers who are enrolled in loyalty programs tend 
to spend more money than non-members. 

Loyalty programs increase merchants' sales. In one 
study, it was found that a popular "baby club" was 
responsible for increased sales of baby products by 
25% on average over six months. It also increased the 
amounts purchased and increased store traffic by 5%. 

Almost every Canadian gas station offers some 
type of rewards program, such as Canadian Tire 
money and Petro-Canada's Petro-Points. 



WHAT'S NEW 

Technology is the leading enabler of rewards 
programs. Vendors such as RewardMe and Foursquare 
use QR codes, the popular, square-shaped barcodes 
that customers scan with their iPhone and Android 
after they have made a purchase, to collect rewards. 

Manufacturers are getting on the rewards 
bandwagon with promotions that allow you to enter a 
code from specially marked packages and products 
into their websites to collect rewards. 

Programs are more flexible than ever. Companies like 
Charity Choice allow you to redeem your points towards any 
of a 100 different charities from a wide range of rewards 
programs. Also, the Marriott Hotel Rewards program allows 
you to donate points to benefit the recent Japan tragedy. 














PERFORMING 
JUST FOR YOU 

ENTERTAINMENT IS A 
PERSONAL THING, AND SO 
ARE LOYALTY PROGRAMS. 

As some of Canada’s biggest entertainment providers 
have learned, the personal touch scores major points with 
customers. 

“At Indigo Books and Music, people want to be 
rewarded for everything they purchase from us,” says 
Jennifer Hale, VP, Loyalty & CRM. “Our response is 
‘plum rewards.’” 

Plum rewards members earn 10 points for almost every 
dollar spent on items in-store, plus up to five per cent off 
books purchased at chapters.indigo.ca, and there’s no fee 
to join. When they log on to their accounts, they review 
promotional offers and information about special 
shopping events, along with book and product 
recommendations, personalized to them. The more open- 
minded customers are, the more plum rewards can help. 

The same is true for SCENE, the loyalty program 
offered jointly by Cineplex and Scotiabank. Members 
make purchases with a SCENE card (there are several 
kinds), earning points and redeeming them for movie 
tickets and much more. 

“Our members love to go out—and they want all the 
value they can get from a loyalty program,” says general 
manager, Shawn Bloom. SCENE keeps up with them on 
Facebook and Twitter, and through its new Cineplex app, 
allowing members to check points balances anywhere 
and earn SCENE points for all mobile transactions. With 
the app, they don’t need to carry a card at all. 

Like SCENE, HMV Canada’s ‘purehmv’ program 
serves an active membership. “Our members are all 
passionate about entertainment, but their spending habits 
vary,” says Benjamin Sadeh, manager, customer rewards. 
“So we created a range of redemption options. We have 
items valued as low as 3,500 points and as high as 1.2 
million.” 

Customers with a purehmv card earn 100 points for 
every dollar they spend on HMV products in-store or 
online, redeeming them for new products, memorabilia, 
in-store discounts, or for entry in Members Only 
contests.

So read Chrysler’s 
press release following 
the dismissal of an em¬ 
ployee at its public rela¬ 
tions firm who 
mistakenly tweeted on 
Chrysler’s account that 
no one in Detroit knows 
how to drive. 

In many respects, that 
example signals a grow¬ 
ing trend: employees 
tweeting “casually” about 
their lives not realizing 
that what they say on 
Twitter has workplace-re¬ 
lated consequences. Here 
are some common areas 
of concern. 

* Spending an inordinate 
amount of time using 
Twitter at work for non¬ 
business-related purposes 
is tantamount to theft of 
an employer’s time, 
which can be cause for 
dismissal. 

* Comments posted on 
Twitter can link the au¬ 


thor to her employer, even 
though no connection is in¬ 
tended. Contact informa¬ 
tion on Twitter accounts 
often includes a place of 
work, and therefore em¬ 
ployees who tweet objec¬ 
tionable or defamatory 
material may be mistaken¬ 
ly perceived as having done 
so for their employer, 
which is exactly what hap¬ 
pened in the Chrysler case 
above. Because of this, em¬ 
ployers have a right to 
monitor their employees’ 
tweets, even when they are 
made outside of business 
hours. 

* Criminal laws can also be 
invoked if employees ha¬ 
rass or intimidate co-work¬ 
ers through Twitter. These 
employees can end up surf¬ 
ing the classifieds for a 
criminal defence lawyer, as 
well as for a new job. Fur¬ 
ther, since courts have 
used blog or Faceboolc 
posts as grounds to uphold 
discipline, they will have 
little difficulty construing 
tweets in the same man¬ 
ner. 

* Also, unlike general Inter¬ 
net use, which is private, 
Twitter posts do not simply 
disappear. Tweets contain¬ 
ing offensive comments, 
pictures or links to stories 
become incontrovertible 
evidence of an employee’s 
behaviour. Like an email, a 
tweet can be traced back to 
the originator, long after 
the fact.

The 
program is open to any stu¬ 
dent or teacher with a 
green dream for their 
school or community. 

Looking for some inspi¬ 
ration for what your school 
can do? Chances are you 
don't need to look any fur¬ 
ther than your own com¬ 
munity. These grants have 
funded 59 projects to date 
in communities small and 
large, from P.E.I. to the 
Northwest Territories. 

Hampton High in New 
Brunswick, for example, 
created a sustainable fish¬ 
ing and angling club. 
Teacher and project lead 
Hardy Cameron calls it an 
education in sustainability 
using fishing as the hook to 
engage students. 

Projects are springing up 
in Canada's western 


provinces as well. Tom 
Baines School in Calgaiy, 
Alberta, has done some 
amazing work since decid¬ 
ing to perform a garbage 
audit a few months ago. 
The audit showed where 
the school could improve 
its current recycling pro¬ 
gram and the grant will 
help purchase super¬ 
sorter, multi-compartment 
bins that allow more effec¬ 
tive separation of plastics, 
paper and bottles or cans. 

For Ryan Morgan, the 
teacher leading this green 
initiative, the project isn't 
just about garbage reduc¬ 


tion. It is also a tool to edu¬ 
cate students, parents and 
teachers about the prob¬ 
lems of excessive consump¬ 
tion and waste. 

With a truly “green” 
take on WWF's Green Com¬ 
munity School Grants Pro¬ 
gram, Peacock Collegiate in 
Moose Jaw, Saskatchewan 
created an interactive edu¬ 
cational vegetable garden. 
The garden will expand the 
learning and life opportu¬ 
nities for students with 
sensoiy and special needs, 
at-risk students and teen 
moms, by addressing 
hunger and providing edu-

cation on healthy organic 
foods. The learning garden 
has become much more 
than schooling - it's literal¬ 
ly a way of life for this 
prairie community. WWF's 
grant provided ftmds for 
what's needed to prepare 
and plant the site and set it 
up, but the real elbow 
grease came from the stu¬ 
dents giving their time to 
the project, participating 
from seed to table. 

Another great result of 
the Green Community 
School Grants Program 
sprouts directly from its 
source. 

The program is support¬ 
ed by partial proceeds from 
Loblaw Companies' nation¬ 
al charge-for-plastic shop¬ 
ping bag program, which 
both funds green initiatives 
and helps reduce the num¬ 
ber of plastic shopping 
bags in landfills.

Most important, 
be sure to diligently prac¬ 
tice what you’ve learned. 
Golf quickly becomes 
more chore than 
pleasure for novices who 
don’t experience steady 
improvement.

We’ll leave it to your 
teaching pro to explain 
the fundamentals of the 
swing. But a key thought 
for golfers of every level is 
to keep it simple and in 
balance. 

Sweet-swinging Canadi¬ 
an golf legend George 
Knudson, who won eight 
times on the PGA Tour, be¬ 
lieved that most golfers 


get so bound up in me¬ 
chanics that they’re trying 
to force the swing to hap¬ 
pen rather than to simply 
let it happen. A relaxed, 
Zen-lilce state of mind is a 
key component of Knud¬ 
son’s philosophy. 

Knudson taught that if 
a golfer starts in a bal¬ 
anced position and finish¬ 
es his swing still in 
balance, then not a whole 
lot can go wrong in be¬ 
tween. 


Even simpler is the 
swing philosophy of our 
greatest amateur golfer, 
Marlene Stewart Streit, 
Canada’s only member of 
the World Golf Hall of 
Fame. 

“Smoothness, rhythm 
and balance. That’s all you 
need,” Streit says. 

“If I ever write an in¬ 
struction book, it will say 
the same thing on every 
page: ‘Smoothness, 

rhythm and balance.’” 



The right equipment 
makes all the difference 



► Part of playing your best is having the right equipment. 




Winston Churchill de¬ 
scribed golf as “a silly 
game played with 
weapons singularly ill-suit¬ 
ed to the purpose.” 

In truth, modern clubs 
and balls have advanced to 
the point where they can 
help even duffers hit it 
both longer and straighten 

But hold off for a while 
before spending serious 
money on new clubs. 
What if you decide golf is¬ 
n’t the game for you? 

Instead, borrow clubs 
from a friend or buy an in¬ 
expensive used set to use 
during your initial les¬ 
sons. 

You’ll know it’s time to 
plunk down for new clubs 


once you’re swinging in 
balance and hitting most¬ 
ly solid shots. Even then 
exercise restraint. While a 
custom-fitted set of clubs 
by a top manufacturer 
might sell for thousands 
of dollars, a perfectly de¬ 
cent set of clubs can often 


be purchased on sale for 
$500 or less. 

As always, seek out 
your pro for advice. By 
now he’ll have a good idea 
of your playing potential 
and which clubs are best 
suited to your game.

Gilles Courteau is plan¬ 
ning to get in Nathan 
MacKinnon’s ear about 
the virtues of the Baie- 
Comeau Dralckar and the 
QMJHL. 

The league’s veteran 
commissioner told Metro 
he intends to meet with 
the MacKinnon family 
“face to face” in the com¬ 
ing weeks in an attempt 
to convince the top 
prospect to choose the 
Dralckar over the NCAA.

No. 1 pick in June’s draft 
and have said publicly 
they plan to select the 
high-scoring centre from 
Cole Harbour.

Cammalleri was the cat¬ 
alyst for the opening goal 
as he threw the puck to¬ 
ward the Boston bench 
and caught them for too 
many men on the ice, 
then had his stick slashed 
in two by Seidenberg for a 
two-man advantage. 

Cammalleri one-timed 
a P.K. Subban pass inside 
the near post from the 
right circle at 10:07.

Once left for dead, the 
Dodge Durango has made 
a surprising comeback for 
2011, after a two-year ab¬ 
sence. 

Still, it faces an uncer¬ 
tain future as steadily ris¬ 
ing fuel costs could derail 
its return before it really 
gets off the ground. 

Chrysler has redesigned 
or reformulated most of its 
2011 product lineup and 
nowhere is that more evi¬ 
dent than in the Durango. 

The model was consid¬ 
ered dead and buried by 
late 2008, but clearly 
Dodge had other plans. 


They included building 
the big sport ute on a mod¬ 
ified Jeep Grand Cherokee 
platform that’s also being 
employed in the next-gen¬ 
eration Mercedes-Benz M- 
Class. 

The redesign has result¬ 
ed in the best-looking Du¬ 
rango since the brand’s 
1998-model-year arrival. 

Certainly there will al¬ 
ways be a need for the 
power and passenger ca¬ 
pacity offered by the 
Dodge Durango. However 
it remains to be seen if a 
two-year absence will af¬ 
fect its ability to make 
friends among the chang¬ 
ing New World Order of 
sport ute fanatics.

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A cautious approach 

O Honda’s latest Civic is evolutionary, not revolutionary — but that’s probably a good thing

Compared to its revamped 
rivals like the Hyundai 
Elantra, Mazda 3 or upcom¬ 
ing Ford Focus, changes to 
the new 2012 Honda Civic 
look less revolutionary and 
considerably more cau¬ 
tious. 

No visible part of the 
new Civic is intensely differ¬ 
ent than the outgoing mod¬ 
el, and changes are, 
perhaps decidedly, careful, 
sensible and nearly subtle. 

Ultimately, Honda’s in¬ 
tent was delivery of a pack¬ 
age that will appeal to new 
shoppers while maintain¬ 
ing the character of the ve¬ 
hicle former owners were 
comfortable with. Design¬ 
ers have played it safe here, 
so to speak. 

Engineers have worked a 
bit harder. For 2012, Civic 
updates consist largely of a 
slew of tweaks rather than 
a complete and total over¬ 
haul. Example? 

The standard 1.8-litre en¬ 
gine is carried over — 
though improvements to 
various components have 
resulted in better perform¬ 
ance and up to a 12 per cent 
increase in fuel efficiency. 

Transmissions are 
tweaked cariy-overs, too. 
Lightweight, cost-effective 
five-speed units in manual 
or automatic are still fitted 
to all standard models, and 
a colour-changing visual 
“ECO” indicator to help 
coach drivers to save more 
fuel. 

Driving a mid-range 
Civic Coupe through the 
streets and highways of 
Washington, D.C., your 
writer noted the same com¬ 
fortably taut suspension 
feel, below-average suspen¬ 
sion noise and light, and 
lively feel that defined the 
last generation car. 

The standard 140 horse¬ 
power engine is quiet until 
pushed, emits the trade¬ 
mark Honda engine growl 
when opened up, and deliv¬ 
ers smooth performance 
throughout. Even redlined, 
Civic’s engine makes nu¬ 
merous competitors feel 
downright brash. 

Inside, revised body di¬ 
mensions and smaller win-

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dow pillars translate to 
more room and better visi¬ 
bility, respectively — and 
the 2012 Civic Coupe deliv¬ 
ers front-seat roominess 
similar to the sedan. 

Even your writer’s wide 
and thick frame found no 
issues. 

As usual, Honda’s interi¬ 
or designers have ensured 
there’s plenty of storage all 
around, too. No issue stay¬ 


ing organized on the go 
here. 

Need more space? Civic 
Sedan will be the lineup’s 
volume seller. A Hybrid 
Sedan variant, also im¬ 
proved with more power 
and better mileage, will hit 
the market later this sum¬ 
mer. 

Regardless of the model 
selected, Honda says the 
new Civic is no heavier 


than the outgoing 2011 
unit, and that they’ve 
added hundreds, or even 
thousands of dollars worth 
of extra value to the lineup 
in terms of new features, re¬ 
vised equipment packaging 
and lowered pricing. 

End of the day, the new 
Civic feels much like the 
model it’s replacing — just 
slightly tidier, more com¬ 
fortable and more refined. 


Owners of the last-genera¬ 
tion Civic will feel right at 
home, if not slightly more 
comfortable and slightly 
less snug. 

Shoppers after an ex¬ 
haustive, complete over¬ 
haul aren’t going to find it 
— but given Civic’s many 
generations of proven per¬ 
formance and sales super¬ 
stardom in Canada, that’s 
probably not a bad thing. 


Sporty Si 


Fans of an out-of-the-box 
import-tuner pocket-rocket 
can opt for the sporty Civic 
Si with two or four doors 
and a new 2 . 4 -litre engine 
that replaces the old two- 
litre "K 20 " unit from the old 
car. 

► Pros: Lots more torque and 
a little more horsepower. 
That’s 170 Ib.-ft and 201 
ponies, if you’re counting. 

► Cons: Redline falls by 1,000 
RPM to 7,000 RPM. 

► As it should, the Si still 
feels, looks and sounds no¬ 
tably more aggressive than 
the standard models — es¬ 
pecially after the high-rpm 
VTEC cam changeover 
ramps up power output 
and sound effects. Drivers 
can now “watch” the 
process via a multistage “i- 
VTEC” indicator on the digi¬ 
tal instrument cluster.

But now on to some ran¬ 
dom thoughts on “The Oth¬ 
er Guys,” the NY debuts 
that have some new 
weapomy, to battle the 
high-gas-price forces. 

Balancing power with 
fuel efficiency 

Used to be, eveiy time a car 
got redesigned, it ended up 
being bigger, heavier and 
more powerful — which al¬ 
ways hurt the fuel efficien¬ 
cy cause. These days, 
automakers are holding 
back the power increases 
to make sure their vehicles 
hit certain fuel efficiency 
targets. In the U.S. the mag¬ 
ic fuel efficiency number 
seems to be 40 mpg (about 
5.9 L/100 km). At New York, 
we welcomed three more 
new models into the elite 
40-mpg club — 2012 Honda 
Civic HF, 2012 Kia Rio 
Sedan and 2012 Mazda3. 

The new 2012 Versa 
Sedan, also introduced at 
New York, is not far 
behind, at 37 mpg. 

Auto-start is staring up 
The new Rio employs an 
auto-start system, which 
shuts the engine down 
whenever it is at idle, and 
immediately starts the en¬ 
gine as soon the brake ped¬ 
al is released. Another 
show debutant, the newly 
revised 2012 Chevrolet Mal¬ 
ibu, also gets this feature. 

While it has been preva¬ 
lent in Europe for a few 
years now, North America 
is just starting to get with 


the auto-start program. Ex¬ 
pect lots of cars to get this 
gas-saving feature in the 
coming months, and years. 

Big vehicle, small motor 
Americans have spoken. 
They will mostly remain in 
the vehicle size they have 
now, even if gas prices are 
scaiy. 

Going down a vehicle 
size is not an option for 
them, because they have 
big highways, big stuff to 
haul around, and generally 
big bodies. So they’re look¬ 
ing for more efficient pow¬ 
ertrain options in those 
generously sized vehicles. 

Ford is right on this case, 
first introducing a 4-cylin- 
der option in the Explorer, 
and now adding this same 
2.0-litre turbo engine 
option to the newly-revised 
2012 Taurus line (which 
had its coming out party at 
New York). 

Small car chic 
We’re continuing to see 
more small cars that are 
more than just cheap trans¬ 
portation. 

They’re also cool to look 
at and cool to drive. 

The new VW Beetle was 
simultaneously introduced 
at the New York and Shang¬ 
hai auto shows, and 
eschews a bit of cuteness 
for more sporty 
pretensions. Okay by me. 

The Fiat 500C, a convert- 
ible-lilce version of the 500, 
also broke cover at New 
York, and, just looking at it, 
makes me want to down a 
cappuccino.

With the intention of an¬ 
swering thousands of shop¬ 
pers screaming for 
European product in Cana¬ 
dian showrooms, GM start¬ 
ed re-badging the Opel 
Astra with a Saturn badge 
and shipping units over 
from across the pond for 
the 2008 model year. 

The resulting Saturn As¬ 
tra was a 3 or 5-door hatch¬ 
back with four-cylinder 
power and front-wheel 
drive that largely hit the 
mark where ride quality, 
handling, interior execu¬ 
tion and styling were con¬ 
cerned. Thing is, right as 
Astra was gearing up to be a 
hit, a recession, bankruptcy 
protection and a storm of 
economic nastiness befell 
the automaker, and the 
subsequent decision to give 
the Saturn brand its pink 
slip killed the Astra off after 
just two model years. 

Looking for a 2008 or 
2009 Astra? All models got a 
1.8-litre, four-cylinder 

ECOTEC engine paired with 
a four-speed automatic or 
the recommended five- 
speed manual. The manual 
gearbox offers the most op¬ 
portunity for drivers to 
maximize Astra’s 138 
horsepower. 

Astra was sold in a basic 
“XE” trim level, and a more 
loaded “XR” model, too. 

What Owners Like 

Tight handling, fuel effi¬ 
ciency, styling, flexibility 
and ride comfort are typi¬ 
cally highly rated by Astra 
owners. Those with a man¬ 
ual-equipped model tend to 
rate the shifter and clutch 
highly, too. In all, Astra is 
largely described as cheer¬ 
ful, upscale and fun to 
drive. 

What Owners Hate 

Complaints tend to cen¬

Online, owner-stated re¬ 
liability is somewhat limit¬ 
ed thanks to the Astra’s 
short lifespan — though a 
used model has a few 
things going for it right off 
the bat. 

In addition to what looks 
to be a veiy pleasing driving 
experience, GM’s 160,000 
kilometre powertrain war¬ 
ranty should provide shop¬ 
pers with plenty of 
confidence. With five years 
of coverage, many used As¬ 
tra models will have a great 
deal of warranty coverage 
remaining. 

Be sure to double and 
triple-check the air condi¬ 
tioner for proper operation, 
as several owners have re¬ 
ported problems with the 
system “pulsing” or work¬ 
ing intermittently. 

Note that a check engine 
light and reduced engine 
power could be the result of 
a bad engine sensor, and 
that a “scan” of the engine 
computer for stored codes 
could reveal potential prob¬ 
lems on this front too. 

The Verdict 

A used Astra, especially 
with a large remaining por¬ 
tion of GM’s warranty, 
should prove a confident, 
enjoyable used hatch.
